The debates at the special Sessions of the Lords and Commons 
called to ratify the Lrish treaty were adjourned last night. Mr. 
Lloyd George in a masterly oration in the Commons supporting the 
Address to the Throne, rebutted criticisms and declared that ao 
agreement ever received such an enthusiastic and world-wide 
welcome. Hehopad thatthe old motte” England’s danger is Ireland's 
opportunity" would baven new meaning—the meaping which the 
Dorcinions gave it in 19H. 

The Unionist die-hards and the Ulster members tabled amend- 
ments to the Address in both Houses regretting the surrender of the 
Crown's rights in Ireland, and declaring that the treaty -violstes the 
pledges to Ulster. . 

The featore of the debate in the Honse of Lords was Lord Car- 

‘ son’s bitter attack on the Government. declamng that a greater 
; outrage’apon constitutional liberty had never been attempted.

The 
small pillars will bo about twenty 
feet apart. There will probably 
be another triomphal arch at the 
top of Pedder “treet and ths 
triumphal arches ¥11] most likely 
be continued at intervals tothe 
Taiping Theatreto the Westward 
andasiar as the Polo Ground 
to the Eastward. Inthe daytime 
it shogkd-be a very pretiy sight 
and et wight, with “all~the red 
Chinese Ianterns glowiog. the 
illominations should make an 
impressive spectacle. 

Queen’s Statue will be all 
Highted up ,with white electric 
lights, similar to the Peace 
Celebrations in July, 1919, and 
from the statue to the larger 
pillars will be more -festoons.

Lighter Type to be Issued. 

The number of men who lost 
limts during the war was abont. 
41,000, of whom 3,000 were 
officers. and a Committee appoint- 
ed by the Minister of Pensions 
has been -inquiring for some 
months into the arrangaments for 
the supply and repair of artificial 
limbs. The report of the Com- 
mittee has been issued as a White 
Papar. 

The evidence showed that 
complaints had been made con- 
cerning the artificial legs supplied 
for casesof amputation above the 
knee. The wooden legs original- 
ly. supplied were, in most cases, 
unnecessarily heavy. The Minirc- 
try, with the assistance of the 
trade, bas recently designed 
standard pattern wooden limbs, 
combining the latest improve- 
ments in mechanical efficiency 
aod lightness, which will shortly 
be availnble for issne. The 
Committee think that the new 
wooden limb will prove satis- 
factory for most of the cases, but 
that the. approved light meatal 
limbs should be supplied when 
recommended by the surgeon.

“VISCOUNT GREY'S SPEECH. 


Just as everybody bas developed a congratulatory 
mood over the results of the Washington Conference, 
Viscoont Grey comes along in the role of Jeremiah: 
Perhaps that is an incorrect statement. After all, his 
_loredsbip is only saying plainly what most people out here 
have been feeling all through the proceedings. This does 
not mean that there may not still be plenty of matter for 
congratulation, and perhaps Lord rey's’ outspokenness, 
instead of being merely a cold douche, is rather an ad-/ 
ditional subject for congratulation as evineing that there 
are some in the Old Country who are alive to the internal 
situationof China. Lord Grey says that the real difficulty 
in the Far East has not been solved by the Conference: 
-becanse the problem of China remains. When his lordship 
says this we takeshim.to mean, not that the quadraple 
agreement contains no reference by. name to China, this 
being purposely omitted out of cousideration for Chinese 
sentiment, but simply that while China continues in ap 
unstable condition no permanent tranquillity is to be 
looked for—in other words, that the solution teally rests 
. with China herself, and only China. ; 
This, we take it, is troe practically to the point 
of being a trnism. which “is not to say that Lord 
Grey's declaration. was unnecessary, having regard 
to the comparative lack of knowledge at Home in relation 
to Far Eastern affairs. If his lordship also meant ‘to 
imply—which. however, we do-not think can have been the 
cas.—that the Conference had been ineflectual by reasou 
of some shortcomings on the part of the Powers, we do not 
see how such an allecation can well stand. The Powers 
seem to have gone as far as was practicable in the existing 
circumstances. His lordship says that. while chags prevails 
in China the countries interested in the republic may be 
"drawn into, interference, which might produce great 
difficulties between.themselves, besides injuring China.” 
Such a possibility exists. At the same time it is not 
easy to’ see what more the Powers could have done, and, 
indeed, Lord Grey seems scarcely to give them sufficient 
credit for what they have’ done. “By the Root resolutions 
they. pledge themselves all round toy observe China’s 
. territorial integrity.

The Tail of the Chow Dog. 


Sir.—In tho official account of 
Lord Mecartney’s “First Embassy 
to, China” the Chinsse dog is 
described as followa—It is 
small species with a long recurv- 
ed tail, of which caprice or fashion 
does not deprive him, and which és 
generally leaning lo the left, as 
Linnaeus remarks of the domestic 
dog.”

Some of your readers who are 
authorities on dogs might be able 
to tellus if left-tailedness in the 
chow dog might be used as atest 
of. purity of breed. The local 
chow dogs seem tobe about avenly 
divided between those which hare 
their tails to the right and those

Tf breeders conld- discover 
whether this characteristic 
(ve. direction. of the ‘twist 
of the tail) followed any 
rale (say). was constant if 
both parents wore left-tailed, or 
followed Mendelisn principles, 
might it not be used.to judge the 
breed of chows ? :

CHOPIN, 


Polish Composer of Early 
Nineteeath Century. 

Frederick = Frangow Chopin 
(1410-1849), toe great Lonush 
Pianist aug Composer, was Tightly 
called “ The Poot or tho Piano.” 
Although he deeply loved bis 
native Poland, Chopin lived 
almost all of hissbort tue in Paris, 
and he is clasaitied as 2 member 
of thé French Komantic Scnool. 
Mocs of his muste reflects his 
love for his own land, wis veing 
particularly noticeable in his 
great Sonata in ) minor, as well 
as the many Xrakoviaks, 
Mazurkas, and Folonsises, which 
he immortanzed in coacers form. 

No composer ever exerted a 
greater poetic charm over the 
worldthandid Chopin.

NEUTRALIZATION OF THE 
AALANDS. 


Terms of Convention. 


The text hes been issued of the 

_ Aaland Islands | Convention, 
drawn up, in accordance with the 
recommendations ot the Lesgue 
of Natiors/to guarantee thenon- 
fortiication and neutralization of 
these isisnde, which was signed 
at Geneva on October 20 by rep- 
resentatives of Great Britain, 
France, Italy, Germany, Den- 
mark. Sweden, Finland, Esthonia, 
Lithuania, and Poland. 

' "Finland undertakes in Articie 
1 nos to fortify “the portion of the 
Finnish"archipelago known 8s 
‘the Aaland Islands.” In Anicle 
2 the arez understood as the 
Aaland Islands is minutely ex- 
plained. 

No military, naval or military 
air base, nor any other establisb- 
ment used for war purposes may 
be maintained or set up tn the 
area defined. With certain ex 
ceptions mentioned later, no 
military, naval, or air force ot 
any Power may enter or remain 

- in the area, and the manufacture, 
jmport, transit, asd re-export of 
arms and war material are form- 
ally pronibited. 

In time of peace, beyond the 


"| reguler police cecessary for the 


maintenance of public order, in 
~ accordance with the system 
. ganerally in force in she Finnish 
Republic, Finland. may, {a 
exceptional circumstances, in- 
troduce and temporarily maintain 
any other forces strictly necessary 
for the maintenance of order. 
Moreover, the islands may be 
visited from time to time by 
small Finnish warships, and, if 

_ very exceptional circumstences 
"quake itnecessary, larger Finnish 
warships, up to 6,000 tons, msy 
be sent 48.4 temporary moeusure. 
The Finnish Government may 
pot permit more than a single 
? warship of any other Power to 
ter the ares. and anchor there 


:": Finnish military or naval sir- 


’ craft may Dy” over the islands, 


bat mast not land except in the simply 


cause of force majeure. 


In time of war the Aaland area 
will be corsidered as a neutral 
zone, and may not be used, either 
directly’ or indirectly, for any 
purpose connected with military 
operations. Nevertheless. in the 
case of 4 war affecting the Baltic, 
Finland will be at liberty, in o-der 
to make certain that the neutral. 
ity of the zone is respected. to 
take the temporary measure of 
mining the waters, informing the 
Council of the League of Nations 
immediately that it has taken 
this step. 

In case of violation of the Con- 
vention the High Contracting 
Partiesundertake tocommunicate 


either individually or jointly, with}, 


the Council of the League of 
Nations, which will decide upon 
the measures to be taken, and to 
take part in the carrying out of 
these measures. 

Should the neutrality of the. 
zone beplaced in perit by a suc- 
don coup, aimed either a: the 
Aaland Islands or through the 
islands at Continental Finland, 
Finland may take the 
necessary measures to counter 
the coup in ‘the Aaland 
area until the High Contracting 
Parties are able to intervene. 
Finland must immediately in- 
form the League Council of the 
measures taken. 

The terms of the Convention 
are toremain in forca whatever 
modifications may occur in the 
ytalus quo'in the Baltic. The 
ratifications are to be deposited 
with the Secretariat of theLeague 
of Nations at.Geneva.
